Uamburg line. The rermininm, zone border crosoings to the west 
are all single track except for the “azdeburg-lNeilmsatodt-lannover 
line. ‘The IMirnberg railway directorate, in accord with the 
binertite fail Division, delivored trolley-wire paterial for ro- 
electrificetion of the Mal'onstein-Probstzella line in tie - 
Russian Zore for intorzonal eloctrie-train trafiic between ban- 
berg anc Probstzella. Labor was refused for coratruction in the 
Rugsian Zove, however. 


The approa¢hes to the bridge at Frankfurt/Oder ter: ordered 
cotrpletely vacated by 15 January 1948, which necessit:.ted re- 
moval of six old vridge structures which had been deposited 
there. ‘The area was fenced in, up to the stream, with 16,000 
meters of Barbed wire and illuminated with searchlifiite. 


In January 1948, rolling, stock in operation was 69,800 cara; 
12,500 care were loadec daily, with moh traffic for the ports 
and Poland. Freight forwarding for the Ruasians inolutvin: war 
booty was $7,365: cars (as compared with 28,005 oars in Deoenber). 
There was @ consistently high backlog of trains: 135 on 20 
January, 121 for Poland, and eight for the porta. The reasons 
for the slew removal of trains into Poland wers unknown. At 
the end of January the backlog bad risen to 140 trains and 
affected the entire zone syatem. The number of delayed trains 
rose to 16€ but was reduced to 145 by 16 February. XZighteen 
treins were transferred on 21 February and nineteen on 22 
February; there were still 120 to 127 trains held un. .
